in g u p o n the facilities, lan d an d 
la'io r av ailable to care fo r the 
c' ‘le. 
'n determin in g size, p ro du ctio n 
p r co w. p er farm, an d p er wo rk- 
( r n eed to be co n sidered alo n g 
v ith co w n u mbers In o rder to 
<! termin e the size o f the dairy 
en terp rise 
Bu t o n ce the n u mber 
( f co ws in the herd is adju sted to 
the facilities, lan d an d labo r av ail­ 
able o n the farm, effo rts to im­ 
p ro v e the p ro du ctio n p er co w, p er 
farm an d p er wo rker will likely 
to llo w. 
This is n o t to say that 
co w n u mbers in all imp o rtan t, bu t 
it has a tremen do u s effect u p o n 
p ro du cticn p er co w when the herd 
is either lo o small o r to o large 
to • the. re.so u rces av ailable. 
Yo u can p ain t a glo o my p ictu re 
o f the dairy bu sin ess by emp ha- 
in g the declin e in farms hav in g 
p ’ Ik co wv o r tho se .sellin g milk, 
'this wo u ld hav e little effect o n 
tn 'n d an d it wo u ld be o f n o ben e­ 
fit in help in g farm ers who are n o w 
in the dairy bu sin ess. 
This is 
to say tha* dairy men sho u ld fact 
u p to the situ atio n . 
There is a declin e in farms with 
h s than 10 co ws, farms hav in g 
10 to 19 co ws an d in all farms 
v ith milk co ws. 
The bright sp o t 
is that there are mo re farms with 
20 o r mo re co ws. 
Farm s with 
mo re than 50 co ws hav e in creased 
mo re than 1.50 p ercen t in the last 
10 y ears. Abo u t o n e-eighth o f the 
( liry herds are between 20 an d 
50 co ws in size. The.se herds p ro ­ 


du ce abo u t 50 p ercen t o f the 
milk marketed in Misso u ri. 
There are ro u ghly 50,000 farms 
sellin g milk o r cream in Mis­ 
so u ri. 
Alwu t 7,000 o f these hav e 
mo re than n 20 co ws. Mo st o f the 
the remain in g 43,000 will either 
p ro gress by in creasin g their dairy 
en terp rise o r disco n tin u e dairy in g.

Bu t g rasses an d leg u mes do n ’t 
g ro w by acciden t. They hav e to 
be seeded. So ju .st ho w g o o d a 
•I’p p ly o f these seeds are av ail­ 
able eat'h y ear really is imp o r­ 
tan t, n o t ju st to farmer.s—bu t to 
all o f u s. 
An d this y ear farmers are g o in g 
to fin d that so me o f the s^ ds 
that they wan t to so w are in 
slio rt su p p ly . This co u ld be p ar­ 
ticu larly tro u bleso me becau se all 
in dicatio n s are that the deman d 
fo r g ra.ss an d leg u me seeds is 
lik ely to be g reater than u su al, 
bo th in Misso u ri an d n atio n wide. 
The reaso n fo r this Is the millio n s 
o f acres that are ex p ected to be 
div erted fro m o ther cro p s, bo th 
as a re.su lt o f the Feed-Grain Pro ­ 
g ram an d the wheat p ro g ram. 
It seems that a lo t o f stress is 
g o in g to be p u t o n g ettin g these 
div erted acres seeded do wn this 
y ear—an d mo st farmers wan t to 
g et them seeded—so that sho u ld 
mean that mo re seed than u su al 
will be n eeded. So let u s lo o k at 
ho w su p p lies o f seed fo r o u r im­ 
p o rtan t g rasses an d leg u mes slack 
u p . 
Timo thy is o n e o f the g rasses 
in g o o d su p p ly —ju st a little bit 
abo v e av erag e, altho less than 
la.st y ear.

An y sho rt­ 
ag e mig ht be made u p by ex tra 
imp o rts fro m Eu ro p e, bu t Eu ro ­ 
p ean Orchard g rass do esn ’t p ro ­ 
du ce as well here as do stan ds 
fro m o u r o wn n ^ed.

Bro me- 
g rass su p p lies are alx )u t av erag e, 
an d Tail Fescu e is a bit abo v e 
av erag e, an d there is an abu n d­ 
an ce o f Su dan Gra.s.s seed fo r 
su mmer p astu re n eeds.

In fact, the sho rt su p p ly is cau s­ 
in g so me En g lish Red Clo v er seed 
to be imtwrted—an d En g lish red 
clo v er v arieties ju st do n ’t do well 
here.

Septem­ 
ber, and October are elig ible ac­ 
cording to R K, Leavitt, station 
supervisor. Aug ust calves will b« 
delivered to the station in March, 
September calves in April, and 
the October calves in May. 


Leavitt say* three types of en­ 
tries will be accepted in order 
to fit individual breeders’ needs.

The poultry situation in 1962 
presents a picture of confuMon 
and uncertainty. Broiler and tur- 
l<iey g rowers have just finished 
one ot their poorest years in his­ 
tory and both are considering the 
|K).s.sibility of g overnment help in 
reg ulating priKiuclion. 
Turkey g rowers w ere ha i d hit 
In 1961. It is e.stimated that the 
averag e g rower in Missouri lost 
around one dollar per bird rai>ed 
in addition to his laliot 
It ap- 
l>ears now that there will be a 
cut back in production in 1962 of 
about 5 to 10 per cent from the 
record crop last year of 107 mil­ 
lion turkeys. A 16 {>er cent cut 
will f>e needed for g rowers to 
make a reasonable income in 1962. 
Marketing orders on turkeys 
haw been written and pioiKised 
to the industry. These order» have 
g one, throug h one revi.» ion and 
new hearing s have lieen st'hed- 
ule<). It will probably he March 
betö re such orders wiil lie voted 
on by the g rowers. 
.Another month would probably 
ela[>se Indore they could k‘ put 
into 
effect. 
Wittiout 
marketing 
orders turkey pricc'» can he ex- 
iRHted to he only I ♦) 2 cents 
hig her in 1962. If orJei 'i a;v put 


into effect, prices to producéis 
will be considerably hig lier. Tlie 
consumer, however, will still g et 
a g(K)d buy on turkeys purchased 
at the retail store. 
As thing s stand now broiler 
g rowers can expect about the 
same kind of year in 1962 as they 
had last year. FTices in 1961 drop- 
tx.*d below the cost of production 
during the month of May and re- 
maintKi at a very low level until 
late Decemfier. Even now they 
are barely al>ove the cost of pro­ 
duction. 
The big g est threat to broiler 
prices is the larg e number of 
bweder hens on farms that can 
be used to produce broiler hatch- 
eg g s. If all of these hens 
are broug ht into full production 
during the spring months we can 
expect prices to ag ain drop below 
their present level. 
The Secretary of Ag riculture 
has appointed a broiler committee 
and they are presently working on 
a prog ram for g overnment con­ 
trols on prcxluction. If this should 
g o into effect early enoug h in 
HMÍ2 broiler prices will undoubted­ 
ly lie raised to a hig her level. 
What about the eg g situation In 
1962? From all indications, priws 


of eg g s will be lower than they 
were in 1961. The decline in price 
will come g radually during the 
spring montlis. What hap|>ens af­ 
ter mid-year will depend upon the 
number of chicks raised for flock 
replacements. As thing s look now 
poultrymen can expect a g ood de­ 
mand for baby chicks. The eg g 
business is becoming more hig hly 
integ rated and some g rowers, who 
formerly raised turkeys or broil­ 
ers, are switching over to laying 
hens. Eg g pices during the fall 
months of 1962 are apt to t)« 
lower than they were in 1961 
In summary, the [» ultry busi­ 
ness for 1962 is not too brig ht. 
Much depends upon what the g ov­ 
ernment does in helping to reg u­ 
late production. Whether you ar# 
a fjoultry producer or not you 
will find it interesting to watch 
the developments in the Industry 
as they unfold during the year.

It was in­ 
v ented by Dr. ( \ M. Hoodruff, a professor on the 
soil* itaff at the univ ersity , and is used to deter­ 
mine soil acidity . Approx imately |„5(M» soil samples 
are tested annually for local patrons. The charge 
1« one dollar per sample which cov ers cost of ma­ 
terials and labor. Actual recommendations are 
made by the ex tension agents and there is no 


charge for that serv ice. The recommendation giv es 
both lime and fertilizer needs. I.ime and fertilizer 
companies are the best customers of the laboratory 
with approx imately .50 per cent of the samples 
brought in by their representativ es. It works like 
this. One of their customers will call that he wants 
a certain field sampled. 
A company field-man 
lakes a composite sample from the field, dries 
it out if necessary , brings it to the “ lab" for 
testing and pay s the testing charge. The results 
of the test and the recommendations are sent lo 
(he farmer, hut a copy also goes lo the fertilizer 
company . When the farmer gels ready for his lime 
or fertilizer he comes lo that company to make 
his purchase.

Two new alfalfa varieties have 
been added to the list o f tho se 
reco mmended by the University 
o f Misso uri Co llege o f Agricul­ 
ture, Bill Murphy , ex tensio n field 
cro ps specialist, repo rts. 
The two hew varieties are C(Kly 
and Culver. So me serd o f each 
will be available this y ear. 
Co dy was develo ped in Kansas. 
Murphy say s it is much like Buf­ 
falo but has the additio nal advan­ 
tage o f high resistance to the 
sfK)tted alfalfa “ciphid. The spo tted 
aphid hasn’t caused much tro uble 
lately in Misso uri, but if this ty t>e 
o f aphid sho uld build up, this re­ 
sistance co uld be impo rtant. 
Culver was levelo j)ed 
in In­ 
diana. It co mbines high y ield and 
gw)d quality alo ng with bacterial 
wilt resistance. 
Murf^y say s o ther to p reco m­ 
mended varieties, alo ng with Co dy 
and Culver, are Vernal, Buffalo , 
and Ranger. 
Other reco mmended varieties, 
which 
may 
be 
called 
seco nd 
cho ice because they lack resist­ 
ance to bacterial wilt, are Du- 
Puits, 
Narragansett, 
Williams­ 
burg. and Atlantic. These varie­ 
ties 
have 
perfo rmed 
well 
but 
stands wo n’t last as lo ng where 
bacterial wilt is a pro blem. 
The co mmo n alfalfas have been 
dro pped fro m the reco mmended 
list this y ear. The reaso n, acco rd­ 
ing to the cro ps specialist, is be­ 
cause there has been no fo unda­ 
tio n seed, and co nsequently , no 
certified aeed o f the co mmo n al­ 
falfas pro duced fo r several y ears. 
As a result, seed supplies that 
are no w marketed as co mmo n 
have lo st their true identity . 
“ Actually , a majo rity o f the 
lo ts o f alfalfa seed so ld 
a s “co m­ 
mo n” can be ex pected to do 
a 
go o d jo b,” Murphy say s. Ho w­ 
ever, so me lo ts o f the so -called 
co mmo n eeed may no t be adapted 
to Misso uri.

AS A MARRIAGE COUNSELOR who listens 
to many grievances aired by dis­ 
traught wives and husbands, I was nat­ 
urally struck by a recent revelation by 
Dr. E. E. Hedblom, who was former 
medical adviser to the Antarctic Naval 
Support Force. 
In his 12 years of experience w ith polar expe­ 
ditions, Dr. H edblom found th at many of the 
men volunteered for A ntarctic duty chiefly to 
escape nagging w ives! 
Such a recourse may seem extrem e. Yet 
chronic nagging is one of the m ajor symptoms 
of m arital conflict that may eventually lead to 
divorce. W hen polls are taken to discover what 
unhappily m arried couples object to in each 
other, nagging generally is far up on the list. 
Just w hat is th is insidious, corroding, and in­ 
furiating “indoor sport” ? By definition, to nag 
is “to annoy by faultfinding . . . to irritate by 
persistent scolding or urging.”

Most experts agree iVs the 
ability to speak clearly and authori­ 
tatively.

It may 
be before only a small neighborhood 
social group or an informal business 
get-together: it may be before a 
large luncheon or a community as­ 
sembly. In any case, your confidence 
in these situations depends on your 
ability to talk. 
Dale Carnegie devoted his life to 
hel pin g people ga in conf ide nce 
through better speaking.

one day. I’d like to tell you about it.” 
Joe will probably be happy to lis­ 
ten to your story. Watch him for his 
reactions. Listen to his response. He 
may have an interesting idea that 
may be valuable. He won’t know that 
you are rehearsing your talk, and it 
really doesn’t matter. But he prob­ 
ably will say that he enjoyed the 
conversation. 
Naturally, to make the greatest im­ 
pression, you will need to be 100-per­ 
cent sincere. As Alexander W oollcott 
put it: “The sincerity with which a 
man speaks imparts to his voice a 
cplt^r^^ruth no perjurer can feign.” 
Only by choosing topics 
which are felt by the heart 
as well as thought out by 
the mind will this sin­ 
cerity be made m anifest. 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen, one of Amer­ 
ica’s most dynamic speakers, learned 
this lesson early in life. 
“I was chosen for the debating 
team in college,” he wrote in his book, 
Life Is Worth Living, “and the night 
before the Notre Dame debate, our 
professor of debating called me to 
his office and scolded me. 
“ ‘You are absolutely rotten. We 
have never had anybody in the his­ 
tory of this college who was a worse 
speaker than yourself.* 
“ ‘W ell,’ I .said, trying to justify 
myself, ‘if I am so rotten why did you 
pick me for the team?* 
“ ‘Because you can think,* he an­ 
swered, ‘not because you can talk, 
(let over in that corner. Take a para­ 
graph of your speech and go through 
it.’ I repeated a paragraph over and 
over again until the professor said.

‘Do you see any m istake in that?’ 
“Being naturally quick, after two 
hours and a half I caught on. I said, 
‘Yes. I am not sincere. I am not my- 
.self. 1 do not talk as if I meant it.’ ” 
At this point. Bishop Sheen learned 
a lesson he always remembered: he put 
himself into his talk. He became ex­ 
cited about his subject matter. Only 
then the wise professor said, “Now 
you are ready to speak!” 
There are three factors in every 
speaking situ ation : the speaker, the 
speech or the m essage, and the audi­ 
ence. Only when the speaker relates 
his talk to a living audience will the 
speaking situation come to life. The 
talk may be well prepared; it may 
concern a topic which the speaker is 
excited about; but for complete suc­ 
cess, another factor must enter into 
his delivery of the talk. 
H 
e m ust make his listeners feel 
that what he has to say is impor­ 
tant to them. He must not only be 
excited about his topic but be eager 
to transfer this excitement to them. 
In every public speaker of note in 
the history of eloquence, there has 
been this unmistakable quality of 
salesm anship, 
evangelism , 
call 
it 
what you will. The effective speaker 
earnestly desires his listeners to feel 
what he feels, to agree with his point 
of view, to do what he thinks is right 
for them to do, and to enjoy and re­ 
live his experience with him. 
He is audience-centered and not 
.self-centered. He knows that the suc­ 
cess or failure of his talk is not for 
him to decide— it will b** decided in 
the minds and hearts of his hearers.

TRAIT THAT WRECKS MARRIAGES

cipation. Millions hold outside jobs of their own. 
They are no longer always the underdogs in 
the family, and generally they are less depend­ 
ent on their husbands. Thus, clinical studies, as 
well as my own observations, indicate a grow­ 
ing trend toward male naggers, perhaps as their 
way of lashing back at their “liberated" part­ 
ners. Curiously, I find that wives seldom refer 
to their husbands as chronic naggers; usually 
they say their men “criticize" too much or con­ 
stantly find fault with them. 
I recall, for example, a particularly disturbed 
couple who consulted me last year. Tearfully, 
Diana told me that her husband Bill constantly 
criticized her for not keeping their home neat 
and orderly. Bill is an accountant, extremely 
precise and meticulous, who feels compulsive 
about having everything in order. 
His wife, on the other hand, is a casual per­ 
son, although their neighbors have had occa­ 
sion to praise her for the way she keeps her 
home. It turned out that Bill’s unreasonable 
nagging stemmed from his inability to get ahead 
on his job. He had been projecting his sense of 
failure, taking it out on his wife. 


Don’t Destroy Self-Rospect 


What does it really accomplish? It may 
achieve the individual’s purpose at the time, but 
it is at the expense of marital harmony. In de­ 
structive quarreling neither side wins. Such pes­ 
tering destroys the self-respect of both. 
Keactions take diverse forms. One phenome­ 
non observed by psychiatrists and marriage 
counselors is that the spouse who rebels against 
such pressuring may suppress all affection. In 
other instances, the spouse who is nagged vir­ 
tually stops talking—turning a deaf ear and 
losing all desire to relate to a mate. 
Sometimes, the response takes a strange di­ 
rection. Last year, a young husband tele­ 
phoned police that someone was trying to 
break into a school. Then he hurried to the 
school with some tools and waited for the police 
to arrest him. What was behind this odd be­ 
havior? According to police, he had warned his 
wife that if she didn’t .stop her tormenting he 
would get himself arrested. He did. 
As I interpret the incident, this was a hostile 
act on the husband’s part. In desperation, he 
wanted to make his torment public—to say, in 
effect, “See what a nag I’m married to" and get 
people to sympathize with him. 
Basically, when a person resorts to this un­ 
fair, galling weapon, it’s an admission of de­ 
feat. The persistently plaintive woman is actu­ 
ally a self-confessed dud as a wife and as a 
female. She has failed to make her partner feel 
so pleased, proud, and grateful that he will leap 
at the chance to satisfy her. 
The underlying significance of nagging is that 
it covers up the real issues in a discordant 
household. When it’s resorted to, it is a symbol 


of despair or even tragedy. It shows that the 
couple has ceased—or never learned—to love 
each other, in its deepest sense. 
Beneath her pressuring, a wife harbors a mys­ 
tical hope that by her husband’s acquiescence 
he will reassure her of his devotion. In sub­ 
stance she is saying, “If you really cared for 
me, you would do this for me." In my opinion, 
the gnawing, latent doubt about being loved is 
felt by both the nagger and the victim. 
Consider, for example, what happened with a 
couple I’ll call Joe and Mary. Because Mary had 
a habit of arriving late for appointments, Joe 
kept harping on the fault until she was driven 
to distraction. 
After several sessions with Joe, I learned that 
he felt inadequate. He had great difiiculty in 
expressing affection for his wife. And to him 
it was important to have control of his home. 
So when Mary was late, he felt it was an assault 
on his integrity as a man. 
Self-righteously, he told me: “ I’m always on 
time. She’s late because she knows it irritates 
me—she does it to spite me." In retaliation, he 
nagged at her. Clearly there was a certain para­ 
noidlike quality behind his behavior. 
Why do people do it? As I’ve pointed out, inner 
tensions and the desire for love are usually hid­ 
den factors. Often, too, an individual who has 
l>een nagged at home by parents or an older 
brother or sister later turns about and retali­ 
ates against a spou.se. Another symptom of a 
nagger is the tendency to be an “injustice col­ 
lector,” gathering so many real or fancied 
wrongs committed against him by his mate that 
he goes on the offensive by harassing her. 
Finding ammunition is ea.sy. In the intimacy 
of marriage, couples discover each other’s foi­ 
bles. During periods of tension, the nagger uses 
this knowledge as a club. 


How to Cope with the Problem 


Since it is a danger signal portending a 
family breakdown, the tendency should obvi­ 
ously be avoided—and it can be .stopped. Here 
are a few suggestions, based on my experience 
as a counselor, to cope with the problem: 
1. Your fir.st step is to become aware that 
you’re nagging. Watch for giveaway exprt'.ssions 
such a.H these: “ How many times have I tohl 
you . . . ?" 
. . again and again 
“ If I’ve 
told you once, I’ve told you 50 times . . .’’ and 
‘'Aren’t you ever going to . . .?" 
The t(M>-fre<iuent use of imperatives—"Stop it!" 
or “ Don’t . . .’’— may precede a scolding attack. 
IJ.sten, too, for a respon.se from your spou.se 
which sounds like “Lay off, honey, I don’t want 
to hear any more." 
2. Once you are conscious of the pestering 
habit, get some perspective and make a strong 
effort to be honest with yourself. People under 
emotional stress find it hard to think straight. If 
you are pressing your mate to do something. 


to what extent are you justified? Are you being 
reasonable, for instance, in demanding that he 
paint the porch fliKir when he is dead tired? 
,*L If you’re convinced your request is fair, 
present your case clearly and cogently without 
raising your voice so that it sounds like a cross 
between a threat anil a whine. (Often, it’s the 
caustic or ironic tone, rather than the words, 
that is most irritating.) After you have pre­ 
sented your point of view, don’t repeat it with 
hammering intensity. 
Timing is important, too. Avoid making re­ 
quests as soon as your husband comes home 
from work or w'hen your wife is busy with chorea. 
Wait for a receptive mood. 
1. Look for the hidden reason behind your 
nagging. What are you really trying to prove 
or accomplish? Nail down this inner disturb­ 
ance, bring it out in the open, and you’ll prob­ 
ably discover you have no need to nag. 
.5. Some psychologists suggest that you do a 
little “bargaining." Let’s say Tom keeps post­ 
poning the repair of a banging screen door. 
Martha brings out the toolbox and sweetly pro- 
po.ses that while he fixes the door she will w’hip 
up his favorite strawberry shortcake. 


Keep It on an Adult Level 


F'ar more preferable, I believe, is the direct 
approach. Martha can say: “Look, we’ve got to 
fix that door because it’s bothering both of us. 
It’s too heavy for me to handle. What are we 
going to do about it?" Note that she says “we." 
If he offers some valid excuse, Martha can 
then suggest that they hire a handyman or a 
neighborhood teen-ager for the task. This is a 
rational approach in which the issue is dis- 
cu.ssed on an adult basis with mutual respect. 
In this way, you learn to talk things over so 
that you get to understand each other’s atti­ 
tudes and thinking. Create an atmosphere in 
which compromises are reached. 
6. When your mate responds w ith exaggerated 
sensitivity to a request you make, try to under­ 
stand what is up.setling him in.stead of be­ 
coming offeniled. His mood at that moment may 
reflect an underlying frustration or disappoint­ 
ment about something unrelated to you. 
7. (iet some fun out of life. The more you 
adorn your existence with gooil times, the less 
likely you are to turn into a maddening nagger. 
Ideally, I can’t see that it is ever ju sti­ 
fied. Of course, at times people do tend to be 
forgetful, lazy, anil reluctant to be jiushed 
around, but we must accept the fact that we are 
all human. An occasional emotional tirade may 
prove helpful in clearing the air. 
It mostly comes down to this: if you've made 
your mate happy and earned his or her atfec- 
tion, no logical request you make is apt to l>e 
refused. Some conflict is normal in any family, 
but there is no room for a talking leech in a 
home enriched by love.

evening. Although I am an attorney, I have 
never made a public talk in my life. I am terri­ 
fied at the thought of speaking. If I fail, it will 
be deeply embarrassing to my wife and myself 
socially; in addition, it might lower my prestige 
with my clients. That is why I have come all 
the way from Cuba for your help. I can stay 
only throe weeks.” 
During those three weeks, I had Mario Lazo 
going from one class to another speaking three 
or four times a night. Three weeks later, he 
addressed the distinguished gathering at the 
Havana Country Club. His addre.ss was so out­ 
standing that Time magazine reported it under 


foreign news and described Mario Lazo as a 
“silver-tongued orator." 
Sounds like a miracle, doesn’t it? It is a mir­ 
acle—a 20th-century miracle of conquering fear. 
Even important national figures confess feel­ 
ing qualms when they get up to address an audi­ 
ence. Adlai Stevenson once began a talk with 
the following words; 
“My feeling of inadequacy on these occa­ 
sions brings to mind Samuel Butler’s remark 
when he was once asked to talk about how to 
make the most out of life. 1 think his reply was: 
‘I don’t even know how to make the most out of 
the next 15 minutes.’ And I must confess 1 feel 


that way about the next ‘20 minutes!” 
When George Bernard Shaw was asked how 
he learned to sinuik .so c<»miH*lIingly 
in public, he replieti: ” 1 did it the 
same way I learned to skate—by dog­ 
gedly making a fool of my.sclf until 
I got used to it.” 
As a youth, Shaw was one of the most timid 
persons in London. He often walked up and 
down the Embankment for ‘20 minutes or more 
Ik*fore venturing to knock at a door. "Few men.” 
he confessed, “ have sulfered mote from simple 
cowardice or have been more horribly ashamed

Finally, he hit upon the best and quickest 
and surest method yet devised to conquer timid­ 
ity, cowardice, and fear: he determined to make 
his weak point his strongest asset. He joined 
a debating society. 
Opportunities to speak are on all sides. Join 
organizations and volunteer for offices that will 
require you to speak. Stand up and assert your­ 
self at public m eetings, if only to second a mo­ 
tion. Don’t take a back seat at departmental 
meetings. Speak up! 
Teach a Sunday school class. Become a Scout 
leader. Join any group where you will have an 
opportunity to participate actively in the meet­ 
ings. You have but to look around you to see 
that there is scarcely a single business, com­ 
munity, political, professional, or even neigh­ 
borhood activity that does not challenge you to 
step forward and speak up. You will never know 
what progress you can make unless you speak 
and apeak and speak again. 
Of course, only the prepared speaker deserves 
to be confident. How can anyone ever hope to 
storm the fortress of fear if he goes into battle 
with defective weapons, or with no ammuni­ 
tion at all? 
‘T believe,” said Abraham Lincoln, ‘‘that I 
shall never be old enough to speak 
without embarrassment when I have 
nothing to say.” 
If you want to develop confidence, 
why not do the one thing that will 
give you security as a speaker? ‘‘Perfect love,” 


wrote the Apostle John, “ca.steth out fear.” So 
does perfect preparation. 
By “perfect preparation” do 1 mean that you 
should memorize your talk? To this question 1 
give back a thunderous NO. In their attempts 
to protect their egos from the dangers of draw­ 
ing a mental blank before an audience, many 
speakers fall headlong into the trap of memori­ 
zation. Once a victim of this type of mental dope 
addiction, the speaker is hopelessly bound to a 
time-consuming method of preparation that de­ 
stroys effectiveness on the platform. 
Lincoln once said: ‘‘I don’t like to hear a cut- 
and-dried sermon. When I hear a man preach, 
I like to see him act as if he were fighting bees.” 
No speaker ever acts as if he were fighting bees 
when he is trying to recall memorized words. 
W 


HAT THEN, is the proper method of prepar­ 
ing a talk? Simply this: .search your back­ 
ground for significant e.xperiences that have 
taught you something about life, and assem ble 
your thoughts, your ideas, your convictions that 
have welled up from the.se experiences. 
Should you rehearse your talk after you have 
it in some kind of order? By all means. Here is 
a sure-fire method that is easy and effective. 
Use the ideas you have selected for your talk in 
everyday conversation with your friends and 
business associates. Instead of going over the 
ball scores, just lean across the luncheon table 
and say som ething like this: 
‘‘You know, Joe, 1 had an unusual experience

■ Some of America’s greatest men have 
had cause to ponder the powers— and 
perils— of public speaking. Here are 
some of their observations on it: 
Mark Twain: ‘‘Written things are not 
for speech; their form is literary; they 
are stiff, inflexible, and will not lend 
themselves to happy effective delivery 
with the tongue. Where their purpose 
is merely to entertain, not to in.struct, 
they have to be limbered up, broken up, 
colloquialized, and turned into the com­ 
mon form of unpremeditated talk; other­ 
wise they will bore the hou.se— not en­ 
tertain it.” 
Henry Ward Beecher: ‘‘When the con­ 
gregation falls asleep, there is only one 
thing to do: provide the usher with a 
sharp stick and have him prod the 
preacher.” 
Norman Thomas: ‘‘If a speech is to 
l>e of any importance at all, the speaker 
should live with the theme or message, 
turning it over and over in his mind. 
He will be surpri.sed at how many useful 
illustrations or ways of putting his case 
will come to him as he walks the street, 
or reads a newspaper, or gets ready for 
bed, or wakes up in the morning.
